THE ADVENTURSBS OF A SAILOR. 


Fichting Natives in Patagonia and Made a 
Prisener by an Argentine Man-of-War. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 17.—Robert B. Jeilrey, 

first mate of the brig Charles Purves, which 

has just arrived here from Cuba, related a 

strange story of his adventures to-day. He 

Bald ; 

“Jn the spring of 1883, I sailed from New 
York with Captain Cullom in the brig, Eliza 
Thompson, for Patagonia, to work somesilver 
mines. which. the — hed previous- 
J discovered. e reached the 
whoiee of Patsgonia safely ‘and ten of 
us, including the captain, started off to work 
ihe mines. They were found to be full of 
silver. After we had been there about a week 
a bend of natives discovered us one day and 
attacked us with poisoned arrows. Every man 
seized his rifleand sent a volley at the sav- 
ages, Which killed two of their number and 
put ibe others to flight. From that time on 
ihere were scrimmages daily between our rven 
snd the VPatagonians. After working the 
mines for two months, we started for Monte- 
video with 200 tons of silver and 300 tons 
of nitre. Thecaptain disposed of his cargo 
atthat place and cleared 31,700 over all his 
expenses, including the cost of the brig. A 
second expedition to Patagonia resulted dis- 
astrously. Ina fight with the natives two of 


our men were killed. Later an Argentine 
man-ot-war swooped down on us suddenly 
and took us all prisoners. We were taken to 
Buenos Ayresand placed in a fort. Captain 
Cullom received permission to visit the 


American consul, and through him he fixed 
matters somehow and we were all released 
next day, which was the 13th of January 
last. The Argentine government, however, 
d the brig and received $4,000 for her.

Waeeine, W. Va., May 17.—Henry McRea, 
fifteen years old, has been blind from his 
birth, and is a pupil at the state institution 
for the blind at Romney. At the recent meet- 
ing of the board of regents the attention of Dr. 
J. R. L. Hardesty, of this city, who is a mem- 
ber of the board and @ specialist in diseases of 
the eye, was attracted to the boy by secing 
him frown when the rays of the sun fell on 
his eyes, and after a thorough examination he 
announced his belief that the boy’s eyes could 
be operated upon so as to enable him to see.

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ROASTED TO DEATH 


BURNING OF THE GATECITY STA- 
BLES LAST NIGHT. 


Several Mules Burned to Death, and Valuable Stock 
Destroyed-—The Origia ofthe Fire Phe Scenes 
Around the Burning Building-—The 
Reeord of Fires Elsewhere 


The roasting to death of four mules, the ad- 
dition of probably three more, and the loss of 
ten street cars, was the result of the burning 
of the Gate City street car stables on Jackson 
street lest night. The fire occurred about 
eleven o’clock, and in lessthan a half hour 
bad consumed all that came in its way. 

THE PROPERTY DESTROYED. 
The stables were located on the east side of 


Jackson street, between Wheat and Irwin 
street. 1ey had a trontage on Jackson street 


of about afty feet, and were about two hun- 
dred feet deep. They were built of wood, and 
were suitable for the use to which they were 
given. In the front part of the stables were 
about thirty-five stalls tor the live stock. 
These sialls were arranged as stalls usually 
grein stables. Behind the stalls were the 
eheds for the cars. 3 

Yeeterday was a busy day with the street 
ear line. Every car was on the track and 
the thirty mules were kept going between 


Ponce de Leon springs and the city. At dark 
when thecars became to be taken off the 
track they were run into the shed 
and the mules, tired and worn 


out, were Egiven stalls anda full feed box 
About halt past ten the last car was run un- 
der the shed, and the mules-were led to their 
stalls. Only one car was then out, and that 
cer was on its way into the city, and it was 
the only car the company saved. 
THE FATAL KEROSENE. 
When the lest car was run under the shed 
6 negro boy went through the cars extinguish- 
ing the Jamps. Oneofthe lamps exploded, 


end in a minute the entire building 
was iD flames, There was 
considerable hay in the stables, 


the cars were made of thoroughly seasoned 
timbers and the building was highly inflama- 
ble. Almost before the negro could give the 
elarm the bright blaze shot through the roof, 
illuminating that end ofthe city. The build- 
ing was on a high hill, and when the alarm 
was turned in trom box 46 the fire could be 
seen from any place in the city. 
THE SCENE IN THE STABLES. 

There were only two or three men at 
the stables when the was 
discovered. Mr. Smith, the superintendent, 
was at his home near by. He hurried to the 
stables, and with the negroes succeeded in 
releasing all the mules. The noise made by 
the burning timbers and the bright light 
causcd the mules to stampede in the stables. 
and fora short while it seemed as though 
they would all perish. The fire was hot. It 
was making rapid headway towards 
muies, but Mr. Smith worked hard, and 
finally succeeded in starting the frightened 
animals out. He then turned his attention to 
the office furniture, and saved that with the 
tickets and the cash, 

THE FIREMEN APPEAR. 

The fire department responded to 
elarm, but only the hook and ladder truck 
went out. The engines stopped on Waea' 
street, near Butler street. There was no use 
in a further advance, as there was no water 
any nearer the fire. The bright blaze drew 
hundreds of people, and the hills were crowded 
with men, women and children, both white 
and black. It did not take long to consume the 
building, but during that time the mules were 
driven into a lot and counted. The company 
had thirty mules. Two were hitched to the 
car that was on the line. This left twenty- 
eight to be accounted for. There were twenty- 
one in the lot, leaving the fate of seven un- 
known. After the building had been burned 
away and the ground could be seen four car- 
cases Were discovered at different places in 
the stable. This leftgthree [mules to be ac- 
counted for, and the belief is that they also 
have been burned to death. 

There were eight passenger cars tnd two flat 
cars in ihe stable, and they were all entirely 
copsumed. The passenger coaches cost $960 
exch. The mules were worth about $110 each. 
Mr. Stephens, the president of the company, 
estimates the loss in mules, rolling stock and 
barness, at about $8,000. He had an insur- 
suce of $5,000, part on live stock and part on 
rolling stock. 
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THE FLAMESIN MICHIGAN, 


Millions of Feet of Lumber Destroyed in 
Two Different Piaces, 

Muvusxecon, Micu., May 17—A firein Geo. 
Wood’s lumber yard destroyed five million 
feet of lumber. The loss is $70,000. 

Oscropa, Micn., May 17.—This afternoon a 
firein T. F. Thompson & Co.’s mill, on the 
lumber docks, burned five million feet of 
lumber. The loss is $60,000, and talls on eight 
different owners. By the time the fire on 
Thompeon docks was got under control a fire 
broke out in an immense dock of the Sable 
Jumber company, a quarter of a mile distant. 
On these docks are about fifteen million feet of 
lumber, and there is apparently no chance to 
gave any of the lumber or the mill. The mill 
is valued at $10,000. The light house is now 
burnipg, and buta short distance across the 
bayou are the docks of J. E. Potts, salt and 
lumber company, containing about twelve 
million more teet of lumber. The river is 
lined with lumber trom its mouth to the main 
oortion. At one time there were graveappre- 
chensions as to the safety of the village. To 
add to the trouble, fire broke out in a tene- 
ment house in the centre of the village at the 
same time the fire was discovered at the 
docks, which kept the fire company an hour. 
Twoengines from Aipera are on their way, 
and one fire tug and two more engines from 
Bay City will start soon. At 11 o’clock the 
fire was partially controlled. 

The wind, which had been blowing a gale 
from the south veered to the west, and pre- 
vented the spread of the flames to Pitts & Co's 
dock. Two million feet of lumber were thrown 
into the 1iver from Au Sable company’s docks, 
and as it passed the burning piles it caught 
fire, and was carried out into the lake, which 
is now covered for miles with scattered spots 
of flame. So far about seven million feet of 


‘lumber has been burned on the Au Sable com- 


papy’s docks. The fire has not yet been put 
out, but the seething mass of flames covering 
several acres — up the surrounding coun- 
try. So far as known there was no insurance 
on the Jumber destroyed, and none is reported 
on AuSablecompany’s docks. The loss is 
heavy, but cannot yet be stated.

What the Correspondence Between De- 
Giers and Graunviile Shows, 

Loxpon, May 17.—The final installment ot 
the Granville DeGier’s dispatches ‘on the Af- 
ghen dispute will be issued ‘during the Whit 
suntide recess of parliament.

The liberal paper, the Observer, 
fays the dispatches chiefly show the cynical 
humor with which Russia pursued her ag- 
greesions. 

On perliament resuming, the Right Hon.

An Orange Demunstration 

Giascow, May 17.—A serious party fight oc- 
curred this afternoon, at Coatbridge, a suburb 
of this city. A procession of Orangemen from 
Giasgow marched into town with orange (flags 
end regalia, and with a band playing orange 
airs. The Coatbridge Vetholics resented the 
demonstration, and attacked the procession 
with stones and clubs. The Orangemen broke 
renks and a fierce street fight ensued. Tho 
local constables finally restored order after 
several men on both sides had been injured. 
Sixteen rioters were arrested. 


The Irish Nationalists Agitated, 

Eonpon, May 17.—The Irish nationalists 
continue to denounce the government tor its 
proposal to renew thecrimes act, and have 
resolved to introduce a bill next yearto re- 
form the administration. The bill will estab- 
lish a central control of the board of public 
works at Dublin, and will supersede the pres- 
ent grand jury system by eleetive county 
beards. Parnell and Healey will have charge 
of the new bill in the next house. 


The Mahdi in Great Straits, 

Lonpon, May 17.—A spy who has arrived 
at Dongola reports that Taachi,a prominent 
leader of the mahdi’s rebellion, died trom 
smallpox. 

General Wolseley telegraphs that Senaar 
and Mudirych have been cleared of rebels,and 
all reports’ show that the mahdi is in the 
greatest straits.

WHAT THE PULPITS OF ATLANTA 
ARE DOING, 


Dr. Munball’s Series of Meetingsin Trinity Church— 
Rev. Dr. Hawthorne,inthe First Baptist, on 
the Sins of Youth-“A Nineteenth Centu- 
ry Religion,” by Mr. Chaney, 


Though the great interest in church circles 
yesterday was centered in the various meet- 
ings connected with the Young Men’s Chris- 
ian asgociation, there were notable events also 
in the regular order of church 
services. Rey. L. W. Munhall, 
of Indiana, hegan.a series of meetings at 
Trinity church which he is to conduct during 
the week. In the First Baptist,Rev. Dr. Haw- 
thorne spoke eloquently on the sins of youth, 
and in the “Church of our Father,’ Mr. Cha- 
ney ‘conversed on “A Nineteenth Century Re- 
ligion.”” The points of. these discourses will 
be found below: 


At Trinity Last Night. . 

Last night Dr. L. W. Munhall, of Indiana, 
preached at Trinity to an overwhelming con- 
gregation. The music was a notable feature 
of the services, and was supplied by the male 
choir from the Young Men’s Christian associ- 
ation. 

Before beginning the sermon Dr. Munhall 


made the announcements for the week. Bible 
readings will be held every afternoon at three 
o'clock. The subject for to-day’s ee will 

de a 


be “Assurance.” Dr. Munhall ma 

very urgent appeal for a good 
attendance at these Bible readings. 
He is remarkably forcible in this 


class of evangelical work. Services will also 

be held at Trinity at night during the week. 
In the sermon last night, Dr. Munhall took 

his text as follows: 


of Christ, 
every one may receive the things done in 
8 bedy according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.””’ The sermon was 
avery forcible one. The line ot the preach- 
er’s thought was the justice of God and the 
inevitable penalty that awaits those 
who transgress the laws and 
eare not forgiven. The judgment cannot come 
ubtil the end, because the influence for good 
or evil does not cease until the end of all 
earthly time. Voltaire exerts a greater influ- 
erce to-day than when he roamed the hills of 
Switzerland. His influence will go on until 
time sbali cease to be. Some people say all 
the hell there is is in this life. People that 
fare sumptuously at the expense of those they 
have robbed, and who oppress the down- 
trodden, are certainly deserv- 
ing of unishment, but 
con’t get much of -it in this life. We 
hear people say sometimes that all the hell 
there is isin a man’s consciepce. There are 
men in Atlanta that’ have no more conscience 
than that gas pipe. Taoey make their living 
by destroying the souls and bodies of young 
men. The man who deserves punishment 
most hasthe least conscience. But God will 
vindicate His own law. There is atime in 
the future when the wrongs of earth shall be 
righted, All must appear at last to be judged 
and woe tb those who-do not make their peace 
with the judge. The preacher called particu- 
lur attention to the certainty of the judgment, 
to its searching character, to its equitable na- 
ture and tothe-fact thatit will be final and 
no appeal will be possible. The preacher said 
the meanest man in Atlanta believes in 
Heaven—a place somewhere in illimitable 
space where the weary may forever rest. Some 
men say they don’t believe in hell. They 
don’t want to. They could not sleep if they 
believed in hell. God never kindled the fires 
of bell for you, He lighted the fires of hell, 
sud if you go there it is your own fault, and 
itis no refiection on his mercv that he lets 
you go there. : The preacher made a very in- 


teresting argument to show that God is 
not to be charged with being 


unmerciful because he created man knowing 
that some would go to hell. He made a very 
urgent appeal for people to prepare for the 
judgment and the life to come. Many stood 
up for prayer and several joined the church. 
The services were quite interesting. 

Dr. Munhall isfone ef the greatest evange- 
lists in the country, and will no doubt do great 
good here. 


First Baptist Church, 

Though the church was crowded to its full 
capacity, Dr. Hawthorne’s sermon yesterday 
morning was worthy of the audience and the 
subject, viz: “David lamenting the sins of his 
youth.”’ 

No man, however thoughtful or sagacious, 
sees the full influence of what he is doing to- 
dey. By and by, when reviewing a past life, 
with heartache and bitter lamentation he will 
feel that could he only go back and live over 
siur oyyspent years, how careful {he would 
be of ever precious moment. How noble and 
how pure would be his record. 

So David, when the shadows of evening 
were gathering thick about him, looked back 
with horror on the wasted years of his boy- 
beod, and cried out: “Oh, Lord, remember 
notthe sins of my youth.” Yet David in his 
youth is known to us as a moral man, noble 
in thought and manly inaction. Why, then, 
his prayer? He weighed himself, not by the 
ecales ol woridly opinion, but 
in the balances of the sanc- 
tuary, and he saw much that was wrong. 
Men seldom judge themselve by God’s law, 
but by maxims of society. Thesin of drink- 
ing, gambling, etc., they excuse as the ex- 
pected follies of the indiscretions of youth. 
Eventhe old drunkard, bloated, dropsical, 
disfigured, half paralyzed, tottering through 
a dishonored life, will say to the young, “‘Be- 
ware of liquor; see what it bas made of me.” 
The stenderd of his judgement is narrowed to 
the physical effects on his worthless body. 
Let the review be made from God’s standpoint. 
The influences, the thoughts as well as deeds 
that have gone out from such a life, and oh, 
the necd of David's lamentation. 

A momentof such illumination comes to 
wed man when his life’s work comes up be- 
fore him and reminds him that it is going with 
him to God’s judgement. 

Some young man, after spending a night in 
the beer garden, this most recently construct- 
ed den for the destruction of our young men, 
may steal home in the early morning, with 
debauch written all over him, and find a 
father’s excuse and apology tor his conduct.

Church of Our Father, 


Mr. Chaney preached last night on “A 19th 
Century Religion.” His text was Job 12:24. 
“Except acorn of wheat fall into the ground 
and die it abideth alone.” Every seed must 
die to live. Germinal Christianity is no ex- 
ception. Every thing, pure religion included, 
must have a local fitness, in order to cateh and 
hold in this world, Christianity had this time 
and place, element in it in virtue of which it 
sailed the Mediteranean coast region or par- 
of them in the eighth century, from the foun- 
dation of Rome. To get this hearing and act 
ceptance in these regions at that time, it must 
and have dreamed the people in their language 
according to their habitual form of thought. 
lt did so, and the result is that method of proof 


quite common and convincing to Jews 
of that time, quotations from Scrip- . 
ture and interpretations perfectly 


suited to their mental habits, arguments that 
had their point in peculiarities of the partie- 
ular hearers, ete., were common. The Bible 
is fullof such adaptations of the word to the 
times. Church history is even more illustra- 
tive of the same process. This shows us that 
there is a transient and a permanent element 
in traditional Christienity and the need of 
to-day isa rendering of the essential religion 
contained in Christianity in forms adapted to 
the 19th century. 

Mr. Chaney then described some of the 
marked feetures of this century and wha tit 
would expect of the religion which it accepted. 

(1.) If there is any principle of which theage 
is convicted it is unity in the supreme power of 
the universe. Science attests it in all iand 
in its correlation of forces; its discovery 0 
protoplasm, etc. 

(2.) The God this century worships must 
be a great God—no magnified Judean king 
or commonly, hnman- natural being. 

(3.) Christianity must be seen to be the 
revelation of that which has been from the 
teginning; no interruption of nature, but the 
purest piece of nature ever seen. 

(4.) The universality and impartiality of 
the deity must be seen. 

What is needed, therefore, is a religious 
creed or system of worship and training which 
shall reflect these deep convictions of the age. 
A religion which shall be true to the charity, 
veriety, grandeur, progress and universality 
of Ged and nature. Earnest and able men 
in all the churches and out of all the churches 
are striving for this new statement of religion. 
‘It is because I believe,” said the preacher, 
“that the church I represent has some pecu- 
lisr advantage for securing this statement and 
order that I advocate its claims.” He then 
quoted several candid and interesting esti- 
mates of the Unitarian teachings which had 
come to him from various parts of Georgia 
and the south, and made them the evidence of 
what he had been saying. He closed by urg- 
ing all who were virtually at one with him to 
throw the courage of their conviction and the 
constancy of their avowal into the scale with 
him and help make Atlanta the Antioch of 
the south, the center of a rational, moral and 
spiritual faith; a religion which maketh not 
ashamed; a Christianity released from the 
shell ofits Judean birth and become that 
branching tree, in which, as Jesus had said 
all the birdsof the air may find shelter an 
rest.

correspondent drove out to Massevville, three 
giles from the city, to inspect the cotton gin 
works. 

_ Accompanied by Mr, W. W. Solomon, he made 
a tour of the celebrated Massey cotton gin works, 
which are owned and operated by Mrs. O, W. 
Massey. These works were established by O. W. 
Massey about twenty years ago. He retained their 
manegement until his death,in 1581,at which time 
Mrs. Massey, and Carhart and Curd. took 
the control of them. When Mr. Curd died in No 
vember, 1863, Mrs. Massey bought out Carhart 
and Curd’s interest, aud bas since remained the 
sole owner. She made Mr. W. W. Solomon, a 
young man of fine business qualities, her general 
waneger, and under his direction the business of 
the works hasst-adily increased. 

“The works consist of three large 
buildings. The main building is of brick, 
aud the other two, used for repairing and testing 
gins, are of wood. Both water and steam power 
gre uscd in operating the works. 

The works are complete in every particular. 
Everything used in the construction of a gin, ex- 
cepting the steel alone, is manuiactured on 
the epct. All the wood work, iron work, 
saws and painting aredonein the works, Much 
of the material is obtained from land owned by 
Mrs. Massey, and if ever there was a manufactor™ 
which relied absolutely upon home products 
it is the Massey cotton gin 
works. The  stecl from which the 
faws are made is obtained direct from Sheffield, 
Eng., and is ot the finest quality. 

Two styles of gins are manufactured. One is the 
old Griswold gin, and the otheris the Excelsior. 
The latter isanimproved gin, which commends 
itself by reason of its simplicity, and also because 
the box is so arranged that the roll cannot be bro- 
ken. This desirable end is obtained by a patent 
obtained by Mr. Massey some time before his 
death, and which no other gin maker can use, 

The capacity of the works is two hundred gins 
per year, These are a!) sizes, from thirty-five saw 
up to eighty. The number of hands employed is 
twenty, though a Jarger number is frequently 
found necessary tosupply the demand ‘for the 
popular Excelsior gin. 

In the matter of repairs to gins, the arrange- 
ments are perfect.

SHEARINGS FROM{IOUR STATE EX- 
CHANGES. 

In Need of Banking: Facilities—Fugitives From Jase 
tice Arrested—To Make an Inepection of the 
Bejiroads inthe State—Adcjudged a Lu- 
netic—Other State Intelligence. 


In nearly every one of the smaller cities of Geor- 
gia there is felt the need of enlarged banking fa- 
cilities,a topic which might be of interest to 
many of the capitalists coming to the commercial 
convention in Atlanta wha have money to invest, 
In {these§ cities there’is an actual population 
well employed, surrounded by prosperous farm- 
ing regions, capable of supporting a large increase 
in business, In every county in the state there 
are one or two such cities and towns where $50,000 
to $100,000 could be profitably employed in a bank. 
For instance, the Leader, published in Elberton, 
one of the finest country towns in Georgia, last 
week says: 

We are contin uaily hearing our merchants and 
business men talking about Elberton’s need of a 
bevk. With a capital of $50,000 a banking insti- 
tution would doa full business. Our most ex- 

ert business men say it would pay as no other 
investment would. Every’year the demand far a 
bank increase, The prospects are that this de- 
mand will continue in an increased ratio. Elber- 
ton cffers exceptional inducements to tbe estab- 
lishment of a bank. 

The demand for abankin Perry is about to be 
answered, according to the Perry Journal, which 
BAYS: 

A movement ison foot toestablish a banking 
bouse in ourtown. It bas been, to the thinking 
citizens of our community, a matter of wonder 
that such an enterprise has been so long over- 
looked. A careful estimate of the amount of mon- 
ey borrowed Py our citizens, merchants and farm- 
ers in this vicinity demonstrates as certainly as 
human calculation can that such a_ business 
would brirg toits proprietor a net profit of from 
eight to ten thousand dollars a year, 
This estimate was made by one of the most pru- 
dent and competent businessmen in our midst. 
This matter is receiving the earnest. voluntary at- 
tention of one of our most valuable citizens, whe 
isconfident ofan early accomplishment of his 
purpose. ¢ 

It will‘ be’seen from the aboye that there isa 
great local need which can be subserved by the 
commercial convention. There the 2representa- 
tives of the rising towns of Georgia will meet men 
from the north; who are near to the purse 
strings of, capitalists who are waiting for 
good investinents. It would pay. the 
gentlemen from the north while here to investi- 
gate this question, and will advance the interests 
of Georgia materially if the local delegates will 
bring it to their attention.

YESTERDAY. 

On the Bubj<ct: “Does the Use of Tobaces Cause 
Cat cercusand Other Cronbies.”—The Reason 
Why @hmere areso Many Victims tothe 
Habit—-A Word of advice, Btc. 


Brooxiys, May 17, 1885.—[Special.]—Be- 
fore the sermon in the Brooklyn tabernacle 
to-day, Dr. Talmege read from the first Book 
of Kings concerning an altar upon which 
men’s bones were sacrificed, and remarked 
that there is more sacrifice of human life now 
than ever before, although the altar may not 
be admitted. Dr. Talmage’s reading of the 
Scripture lessons is peculiar to himself and 
excites as much interest in the audience as the 
sermon preached. The readingisa running 
commentary with practical lessons interjected. 

Thesubject of the sermon was: ‘Does the 
use of tobacco cause cancerous and other 
troubles?” The text was from Genesis I. II: 
“Let the earth bring forth grass and herb 
yielding seed.”’ Dr. Talmage said: 

The first born of earth were the grass-blade 
snd the herb. They preceded the brute cre- 
ation and the human family—the grass for 
animal life, the herb for human service. The 
cattle took possession of its inheritance, the 
grass blade; and man took possession of his 
inheritance, the herb. This herb we havo for 
food in case of hunger, for narcotic in case of 
insombia, for anodyne under paroxysm of 
pain, or jor stimulus when the pulses flag un- 
cer the weight of disease. The caterer takes 
the herb and serves it up ia all delicacies. The 
physician takes the hero and-compounds it for 
physical recuperation. Millions of the human 
race take it for ruinous delectation of body 
end mind. The herb divinely created and 
for good purposes, in cases without number 
prostituted fer evil results. Thereis a lawful 
snd unlawifti use of the herbaceous kingdon. 

There spreng up in Yucatan, on this conti- 
vent, an herb which has bewitched the world. 
it crossed the Atientic ocean inthe fifteenth 
century, and captured Spain, then it captured 
Portugal, and then the French -ambassadors 
teok it to Peris and it captured the French 
empress. Then Walter Raleigh introduced it 
into England. The botanists ascribe it to the 
geLus nicotina; but you all know it as the 
inepiripg, the elevating, the emparadising, 
the radiating, the nerve-shattering, the dys- 
pepsia breeaing, the health-destroying to- 
bacco. Isball not be offensively personal 
while lL speak on this subject, because you all 
use it, or nearly all. Indeed, I knew from 
personal experience how it soothes and rose- 
ates the world and kindles sociability, and I 
know what are its baleful results,and I know 
what itis to be its slave, aud thank God, I 
know what itis to be its conqueror. I have 
no expectation that I will persuade the great 
maeeses of you to change your habits upon this 
subject, but I @rought I might help you ir 
some advice to your children. 

You say, “Didn’t God make tobaceo?”’ Oh, 
yes. You say, “isn’t God good?” Oh, yes. 
You say, “Then God, when ne created tobac- 
co, must havecreated it for some good pur- 
pese.”’ Ob, yes, ibis good for a great many 
things—tobacco is. It is good to kill moths 
inthe wardrobe, snd tick in sheep, and to 
strangulate all kinds of vermin and to fumi- 
gate pestiferous places, and like aJl other poi- 
eons, God created it for some particular use. 
So he did henbane, so nux vomica, 80 coperas, 
80 belladonna, so all those poisons which he 
directly created, or had man toextract. Bat 
the same God who made the poisons also crea- 
ted us with common sense to know how to use 
them and how not to use them. “‘Oh,”’ say some 
of my friends, “don’t people use it without 
secming harm to themselves and are there not 
esses of ‘plethora which absolutely need this 
depletion? “Ob, yes! Skillful and pradant 
physicians have sometimes prescribed it just 
as they sometimes prescribe arsenic and they 
prescribe it well. "There can be no doubt 
about its being poisonous. There was a case 
reported in which a little child lay upon its 
mother’s lap and a arop trom her pipe fell 
on the child’s lip and it weut into convulsions 
and into deaih. ‘But’ 


“vou say‘ ‘don’t peo 


ple live on to old age who indulge in this hab- 
it?’ Yes: sol bave seen an inebriate seven- 
ty years old. Theré are some persons who in 
Fpite of euil the outrages to 
the} physical system, live on to 
-ldege. In the case of the man of the jug he

lasted solong because he was pickled! In 
the case of the man ofthe pipe he lasted so 
long because he was turned into smoked 
liver! 

But, my friends, what advice had we better 
give to our young people? I say in the first 
piace let us advise them to abstain from this 
habit because all the medical fraternity of 
the United States and Great Britain pro- 
nounee it the cause of widespread and terrific 
unhealth. Dr. Agnew, Dr. Hamilton, Dr. 
Olcott, Dr..Barnes, Dr. Woodward, Dr. Rash, 
Dr. Hosack, Dr. Harvey, Dr Mott—all the 
medical fraternity, homewopatic, allopathic, 
hydropathic, eclectric, denounce the habit and 


warn the community against it. One distin- 


guished physician “says: “This habit 
is the cause of seveuty 
differentstyles of disease. This habit is the 


cause of nearly all the cases of eancer of the 
mouth. What is the teatimony of the late Dr. 
John C. Warren, of Boston, than whom there 
is no higher authority? Hesays: ‘For more 
than thirty years I have been in the habit of 
inquiring of patients who came to me with 
cancer of the tongue and lips, whether they | 
used tobosco?

Their united testimony is that it depresses the 
vitals of the system and brings jon ner- 
vousness and dyspepsia and takes off twenty- 
five per cent of the physical vigor of the pso- 
ple of this country, and damaging this gener- 
ation, damages the next, the accumulated 
curse going on to capture other centuries. 

It injures the mind. Another eminent phy- 
eician, for a long while superintéhdent of the 
insane asvlum at Northampton, Mass., says: 
“Fully half of the patients who have come to 
our asylum for trratment are the victims of 
tobacco.” li isa sad thing, my brother, to 
damage the body; itis a worse thing to dam- 
age the mind, and any man.of common sense 
knows that the nervous system immediately 
ecis upon the brain. Morethan that: Nearly 
all reformers will tell you that it tends io 
drunkenness; it creates unnatural thirst. 
There*are-those who use this narcotic who do 
not drink, but nearly all who drink use the 
barcotic; so that shows there is an immediate 


sflinity between the two drugs. It was 
long ago demonstrated tbat a man 
can not permanently reform from . 


strong drink unless’he gives up tobacco. In 
nearly all the cases where men haying beea 
reformed have fallen back, it has been showa 
they have first touched tobacco and then sur- 
rendered to intoxicants, The broad avenue 
leading down to the drunkard’s grave and 
the drunkard’s bell is strewn thick with to- 
bacco leaves. What did Benjamin Franklin 
eay? “I never caw a-well man in the exer- 
cise of common scnte who would say that 
tobacco did him any good.” What did 
Thomas Jefferson say whea arguing against 
the culture. of tobacco? He said: “It isa 
culture praductive of infinite wretchedness,” 
Greeley said of it: “It is a 
profane steuch.”’ Daniel Webster said: “if 
those men must smoke, let them take the 
horse-shed.”’ 2 :

_ Opium demands emphatic recognition. It 
8 made, as you know, from the white poppy. 
Itis nof a new discovery. We read of it 
three hundred years before Christ, but it was 
Lotuntilthe seventeenth century that it be- 
gan its death march, passing out from the 
nedicinal and the curative, and by smoking 
and mastication becomipg the scourge of na- 
tions. In the year 1861 there were imported 
intothis country 107,000 pounds of opium, 
but in 1880 633,000 pounds of opium. It is 
estimated that in the year 1876 there were in 
this country 225,000 opium consumers, but I 
saw a statictic more recent that satd there are 


probably now in the United States at 
least 600,000 opium consumers. 
The fact is appalling. Do not 


think that they are merely barbaric fanatics 
who go down under that stroke. Road the 
great DeQuincey’s “confessions ofan opium 
cater.”” He says for the first ten years it gave 
bim the keys of paradise; but it takes his own 
powerful pento describe the horrors conse- 
quent. Samuel Taylor Coleridge, after con: 
querinpg the world by his pen, was conquered 
by opinion. The most magnetic and brilliant 
lawyer of this century fell a victim to its stroke 
and there sre thousands of men and women— 
but more women than meu—who are being 
beund, body, mind and soul to this terrific 
habit. : 

There isa great mystery about some fami- 
lies. Youdo not know why they do not get 
on. The opium hebitis so stealthy, so de- 
eeitiul and so deathful. You can cure a hun- 
dred drunkards easier than you can cure one 
opium eater. I have heard of cases of reform- 
ation but I never saw any. I hope there are 
cases of genuine refermation. 1 have seen 
men who for iorty years had been the victims 
éf strong drink thoronghly reformed; but the 
opium eaters that I have seen go on and go 
down. Their cry in the last hour of life is not 
for God, nor for prayer, nor for the Bible, but 
for opium. Perhaps there are only two per- 
sous outside the household who know what is 
the matter—the physician and the pastor; the 
phys'cian calied in for physical relief, the 
pestor called in for spiritual relief, but they 
both tail. The pnysician acknowledzes his 
defeat. The minister of religion acknowl 
edges his defeat, for it seems asif the Lord 
cces Lot answer prayer for opium’ eaters. OQ, 
mep, O, Womat, are you tampering with thia 
habit? Have you just begun? Are you for 
the essuagemeit of physical distresses 


or’ mental treuble, making this 
a regular resource. beg you 
stoo. The ecstacies atthe start will not pay 


tor the horrors at the last. The paradise is 
fallowed too soon by the pandemonium. Mor- 
phia is ablessivg from God for the relief of 
sucden pang oren acute dementia, but.was 
never intended for prolonged use. And what 
peculiar sadness of it is, it comes to 
people in their weak moments. De Quincy 
says: “I took it for rheumatism.” Coleridge 
pays: “1 teok if for insomnia or sleeplessness.” 
\ bat do you take it for? . For God’s sake, do 
ot take it too long. 


What is remarkable they are going down 
from the highest and wealthiest classes and 
from the most fashionable circles of New 


York and Brooklyn—going down by hundreds 
end by thoussnds, Over 20,000 opium eaters 
in Chicego.

There is somethiag 
peculiar about their complexion, something 
peculiar about their nervousness, something 
peculiar about the look of their eyes that im- 
mediately reveals them.” In some families 
chloral is taking the place of the opium. 
Physicians first prescribe it for sleeplessness, 
then the patient keeps on because he 
Likes theeffect. Whole tons of chloral manu- 
factured in Germany. Baron Liebig says that 
he knows one chemist in Germany who manu- 
fecturesa half ton cof chloral every wéok. 
There are multitudes being tdédken down by 
this habit.’ Look out for hydrate of chloral! 
Bat I am under this head speaking chiefly of 
opium. There ought to be ten. thousand pul- 
pits turned into quaking, flaming, thundering 
Sinais of warning against this narcotic. The 
devil of morphia in this country will be 
mightier than the devil of alcohol. 
My-friends, it is all important that by per- 
ecnal example in every possible way we 
contend against all influences injurious to 8o- 
ciety. Our opportunity for exercising suc- 
influence is limited. What we do we had 
better do right away. The clock ticks now aud 
we hearit. After a while the clock will tick 
and we shall not hear it. Seated by a country 
fireside, I saw the fire kindle, blaze and go 
out. I gathered up from the hearth enough 
fer profitable reflections. Our life is just like 
the fire on that hearth. We put on fresh 
fegots and the fire bursts through and up and 
cut, gay of flash, gay of erackle, emblem of 
boyhoood. Then the fire reddens into 
coals. The heat is fiercer, and the more it 
is stirred, the more itreddens. With.sweep of 
flame it cleaves its way, until all the hearth 
glows with the intensity—emblem of full 
manhood.

that I have ever witnessed, denoting a feature in 
the highest degree of discipline. 

In reaching this spot, quick as thought could 
flash to the mind, my plan of attack was formed. 


At thatsame — I heard the familiar sound of the . 


clicking of musket triggers, and I observed that 
the trees about five paces fronting me turned blue 
to the heighth ofaman. This sudden appearance 
caused my horse toshy, and quicker than words 
can telll wason my way repassing the group of 
re)diers that remained at the tag oe in the log 
cabine. I reached in safety the slope where my 
horse had failen, meeting the brigade advancing 
of General,J. K. Jackson and my battery, which 
wow Mes the meantime made its precautiouary prep- 
OR, 


Aftumter of general officers and their staf 
prem ptly approached me, to whom I imparted 
the iniormation of my expedition, and what I 
dcemed necessary for the attack; and with renew. 
ed confidence in the gallant Alabama and Texas 
regiments of infantry comprising this brigade to 
supy ort the important movement necessary to be 
mede with my battery. Let me here recall and 
lepeat my sad and ze proud feelings of acknowl- 
edgemen whic the heroic deyotion 
of my entire battery, officers and  can- 
poneers, awakened on that field of battle. 1 found 
them ever ready, checrfully and promptly respond 
ing to wherever duty called us. This remark 
is how more befitting at this “‘*memorial day’ and 
justly due to the memory ofits fallen braves, of 
whose original commissioned officers there re- 
mains but my first lieutenant, Hon. George T. 
Barner, now member of United States congress 
from our state. 

I would also state, that whilst these demonstra- 
tiobs were going or by us towards this federal 
camp and advancing onward ascending the hill, 
etc., I wasinformed that General Chalmers was 
moving with his bragade of Mississippi braves 
towards the extreme right of our line to sweep 
around the left flank and rear of General Prentiss’ 
position. 

Fuch was the situation,when quicker than words 
convey, lappeared again on the top of that hill 
where I stood a short time before. I had the good 

fortune to reach again by the grace of providence 
and the; gallent energy of my brave artillerist 
with six pieces of artillery loaded with “‘cannis- 
ters,’’ and General Jackson’ brigade to back it. 
dhis prompt movement and simultaneous ap- 
proach to the frontand ‘eft flank of our adver 
sary, seems to bave checked any movement he 
may bave intended by thus safely and completely 
covering their fiank which established the most 
compmanding “‘enfilade’’ imaginable. 

Just as e battery’s precautionary signal, 
‘‘ready,’’ was given, 1 was approached by a genera! 
officer Who mistook the troops that we confronted 
for those of General Chalmers, and he desired that 
we should wait. This wasa moment of indescrib- 
able suspense forthe temper of my men, whoin 
@n instant observed the dangers to which we were 
thereby exposed. But, quicker than words can 

y I seized my battery-flag avd went 
2 front of the muzzies of 
our guns with it and signalized tbe federal lines 
whist feeling an irresistible and inspired hope, 
‘that wisdom might guide our adversary to capi- 
tulate’’—and if not, would take the respon- 
sibility to execute the work that wouid compel it. 
This cctermination I whispered in a low tone of 
voice to my command as passed to the front, 
which, I am free to say, raised their confidence to 
the highest degree. 

The fe@éral line remained still and as silent as 
if petrified. This betokened dangers unseen by 
Geinye, (and I learned here to appreciate 
the privilege of the ‘‘discretionary com 
mand which General Bragg conferred and 
entrusted to me for the free use of my battery. 

As lresumed my post and met the oiflicer and 
promptly informed him of my.views and determi- 
nation vo attack, suggesting to govern himself ac- 
cordingly, and by signal to my braveartillerymen, 
the storm of battle raged again. 

TLe infantry competing this brigade was com- 
posed of the Second Texas regiment, and the 
other four regiments being all Alabamians, whose 
activity, vim and good order were the pride of 
Geners! Brage’s army, and in the fiash of a moment 
they were allin position and engaged. This con- 
test was the most severe and decisive of that batile. 

It wes the stragetic point of General A. S. John- 
ston, and the most remarkable execution on the 
field, in the face of waiting army, off its own 
chosen position, thoroughly equipped and com- 
porec of some of the best western fighting materi- 
al that bas ever faced a battle. o 

But in oider to be brief andwany misinterpreta: 
tion that might be formed regarding the course 
that I felt it a duty to obey or assume in 
this engagement, was that I had information 
fiom ‘‘headquarters’’ that this wasthe point tor 
the effectual coup d’ arme intended by Genera! 

Jobnston. and was necessary to be accomplished, 
which, 1 believe, warrants the detail that I give, 
ss evidence, andin momory of the master more 
mentsand brilliant achievements of our illustri- 
ous chieliain, and principaliy because lam not 
inclined to slight any of the honors that are justly 
ano pre-emirnently dueto him. 

Whilst | am disposed to express a fitting tribute 
cueto the failen brave oflicers and men of my 
Lattery, I will content myself to mention that the 
loss Ot half ei my officers and some of my best 
cannoneersin mortally wounded atthis point, 
will express in stronger terms their heroic conduct 
which contributed so prominently to the capture 
of General Prentiss and about twenty-five hundred 
of bis command, : 

Ii was thus that the federal lines were signally 
defeaied at all points by the confederates: their 
camps captured. The stronghold of 
their ieft wing completely cut off and captured, 
their left, beaten and compelled to swing back to 
form a lett angle towards the river, by the famous 
charge which sealed the patriotic life of Genera! 
Jobnstop, one of America’s greatest generals, but 
still continued to force our adversary to fall back 
towards the famons Pittsburg landing. 

Whilst this brave engagements were progressing 
successfully in pressing back the federal force, ny 
battery moved and continned to hold the ‘‘pivot”’ 
and flank atwhich the federals were forced to 
“swirg back.’’ Thus, by direction from General 
Bragg, I moved along a pretty fair road westward. 
Any demonstration that have occurred along this 
line 1 shall.dispense tq mention as _ being 
irrelevant to the subjectin question, except that 


*the deathly rattling of musketry was going onin 


those terrific charges, and indicated the continn- 
ed successiul advances of our heroic troops. We 
were often temptedto take the chances to enter 
the combat when the stubborn struggle would, 
for a short time, ebeck our line. 

The road that we now occupied was par- 
allel with the river, and continued through woods 
whereiv we met (at the roadside) General Hardee, 


having his wounded arm dressed by his doctor; ' 
and again Colonel Allen, of the 4th Louisiana, ~ 


whore chin was party shot off, and many others 
that were with banded wounds. Also other prom- 


_inent officers with their statis all full of activity 


and confidence, but mournful for the fallof our 
heroic General A. S. Johnston. 

This being a late hour oi the day, and tomy 
great surprise and regret I observed that we had 
rot yet met with General Beauregard. At this 

nomeut, some officer, whom I recognized as one 
of eur principal oflicers, bat do 
not remémber his name, came in full speed and 
heinformed me that my battery was wanted 
further along this route, to which I requested him 
toljlead the way, and in all possible speed we 
reachcd the famous position fronting Pittsburg 
landing. 

At our arrival here we were met by theenco'r- 
ging shouts and cheers irom the mass of coni :d- 
erates, grouped in all directins, ‘‘arme a la main.’’ 
Ata glance, I recognized themin inajority to be 
of Ge» eral Brage’s army corps. General Withers, 
Alabamians, and General Ruggles division of 
Louisiana. 

I also noticed a number of light batteries on the 
left of the road, close up togetier as muchas the 
situetion permitted in passing as the train of my 
battery was moving up totbe open fild at ‘fair 
play’ distence of our adversary, 

General Withers et me witb equal enthusiasm 
and said that he had sent forme and wanted the 
enemy’s guns silenced, referring to the line of 
sriiliiry which was posted along the ridge of the 
high bluff at Pittsburg landing. 

l celiberatély moved my battery in column of 
picces with its train of caissons at the leit side, 
and formed an oblique echelon, facing toward 
the northeest, which secured the advantage of 
making every shot fired eflective, at the same 
time affording the chance of delivering a 
‘*croisade’’ firein copjunction wiih our advauc- 
ing and progressing column on the right, and also 
requested General Withers to order the proper 
support fcr the assault, and a like detail of two 
batteries of those near at hand, which were await 
ing events, to move to the right and ceuter, if 
necessary. for the purpose stated. This was read- 
iy confirmed by his good judgment. 

Seon the fire flashed from our guns again, and 
our volleysof iron indicated the actual situation 
and condition of our beaten adversary. i 

At tbis time about one hour of daylight was left 
us. The enemy’s gunboats, his last hope, were in 
position opposite in the river and commenczel a 
furious cannonade at our position; but, from the 
elevation necessary to clear the’ high bluff on 
which my battery was operating, their work did 
not in the slightest degree mar our prospects and 
progress. : 

Whilst the brilliant execution of my battery 
fire inspired every heart with the highest confi- 
denee and valor, the defeat of the stubborn re- 
sistance of Our advertary, and the | eae of his 
inevitable capture were clearly visible. 

I received and declined to accept the famous or- 
éer “to discontinue’ our progressive success, 
whom I refused to report to my division: coi- 
mender, General Withers, who being present. In 
the meantime General Breage with his staff had 
reached this spot, and whilst he was 4 re 
with Generai Witbers, I learn 
that General Beauregard was not 
and coulé pot be reached in time to confer with 

This caused me to suggest and solicit the privilege 
to assume the responsibility to continue tof carry 
out the engagement, which promised to be the 
crowning work of that cay’s victory. 

The fact, showing the actual ab-ence of General 
Beauregard who doubtless ignored the condition 
of our prospects, end, the pressure of able aud 
excellent genera! officers on the spot with willing

tion warranted,shoula \in itself exhonorate him 
from a!) reproach; and is sufficient reason in my 
opinion to have warranted the assum ption\of the 
responsibility, under the existing circumstances 
and in view of the expected arrival of General

bad it not been for the ao arrival of General 
Buell with twenty thousand fresh troops. 

As far asthe general situation and condition of 
the two armics aud the yarious progress is 
concerned, there can be no better 
and abler accounts given than that presented 
with so much ant irnese, truth and honor as 
that by Colcnel William Preston Johnston, which 
was late)y published. 

I will jikewise say that the ‘‘notes’” of General 
Thomas Jordan aleo faithfully present some im- 
portant occurrences of that eventful campaign, 
which are fresh in the memory of the old vet- 
erans. 

These accounts and that given by General Grant 
himself concerning this bloody battle, ‘‘so much 
misuncerstoog,”’ including the various com- 
ments from some of his offivers, 
made _—s since it has appeared in print, 
cannot fail to establish a fair aud correct view of 
the respective facts as they occured; and which 
now ought to be regarded as creditable to the pa- 
triotism of all concerned. 

And, as far as the second day’s work is c»ncern- 
ed, it is full of equally vallient engagements aud 
brilliant actions, and are as neg 'y creditable to 
the entire confederate army and its officers. 

lwill mention an incident that has proba- 
bly been forgotten, and will illustrate the temper 
and grit of that galant and untiring army, whica 
occurred on that memorable Sunday night, whilist 
shpat Clee the federal camps and facing the 
Pittsburg landing. Three confederate officers 
chanced to be stationed and met together, whose 
respective commands, composed of two Louisiana 
regiments, one of them being commanded by Col- 
onel Hodge, (I believe to be his name,) the other 
I no not now remembe his name. Besides these 
was an artillery officer with his battery fully rifged 
up with a complete fresh supply of Smmanition 
that he hed gathered up from a captured batters, 
which he needed, and promptly took possession 
of ibem to turn them to the good use projected. 

The topic of their conversation was the situa- 
tion, the victory and the prospects for the coming 
to-morrow, and asto what would or should be 
cone in view of the probibility of the arrival of 
General Buell’s army. 

I shell never forget the roaring thunder and the- 
lighthing tbat flashea over that bieody fiield and 
aud revesled to sight the dead bodies that laid 
around us, and the drerching rain which fellin 
torrents upon the two armies in the mid hour of 
the night. 

This storming situation owas considered 
es the more favorable to carry out 
a strong and well planed night attack, that could 
scarcely bave failed to produce the most stuaning 
€flect and accom piish a decisive blow to our ad- 
versary, that would bave compelied him to sack 
reiuge on the north side of the river, and to re- 
main there at jieest for some time. 

bis was intended to be cautiously executed 
uncer the pretense of having been provoked by 
the epemy, in order to prevent our commandin 
general from stopping us; yet, to give him and al 
the army, as far as possible, fairly notice by ready, 
intelligent courtiers and guides to reliabiy hold 
the necessary positions which the natural 
situation of the place afforded as the advantage’ 
No one who has seen this position at that time 
cau failto recognize that such a “‘sortie’’ by cau- 
tious and brave men, could have accomplished all 
it purposed to do.
